Man Dies, 5 Others Escape 
When Plane Forced Down 


Carl Brooks of Wembley suffered fatal injuries but five 
others in a CP Air Lines bush service plane escaped when 
the plane was involved in a mishap 120 miles southwest 
of Grande Prairie last Friday afternoon. 

According to available informa- 
tion a Barkley-Grow  pontoon- 
“equipped plane left Cooking 
Lake base to pick up a party of 
tive hunters in the Porcupine 
Lake district southwest of Grande 
Prairie. 

Bill Cormack of Edmonton was 

the pilot. 

After taking the hunters aboard, | 
the machine started the return trip 
but bad weather or other difficul- | 
ties caused a forced landing in the 
muskeg country. 

In the landing Brooks apparently 
suffered injuries that proved fatal. 

He died six Fours after the ac- 
cident. 

Pilot Cormack walked five 
miles to a camp where he ob- 
tained a horse and an Indian 
guide and the pair made their 
way to Pipestone Creek, where 
they flashed word of the accident 
three days later.

Why Labor Is Restless 


This un- 
rest is understandable because it is caused primarily by 
unjust and unreasonable taxation and by the lack of mod- 


Labor unrest is general all across Canada 


ern low rental housing. There are other factors, of course. 
But these two are the heaviest contributing factors, 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has rendered 
excellent service to Canada during the war years, but to 
retain the freezing of wages and salaries in the low income 
group, now that the war is over, is inflicting unnecessary 
hardship upon the Canadian people. 


It is manifestly ridiculous to impose an income tax, 
under these or any other circumstances, upon annual wages 
under $1,000 for a single person and under $2,000 for a 
married man, The Hon. Mr. Isley can offer no sound basis 
for such iniquitous taxation in a $4,000,000,000 budget 


The economic fallacy of such taxation is shown up 
clearly in reduced production and particularly the produc- 
tion which depends upon overtime hours of work. Few 
employees care to carry on their labors beyond their regu- 
lar hours if the proceeds of that extra work is largely 
taken away in taxes, leaving little for themselves, 


This refusal to recognize the true status of production 
in the national economy is contributing to the irritation 
of labor. For every worker knows that production is the 
only real wealth—not money which is not wealth at all but 
simply a medium of exchange. Without production, money 
is worthless as it is today in most countries of Europe and 
Asia where cigarettes are used instead of paper money as a 
means of exchange. 


Eighty per cent of all employed persons in Canada 
| receive less than $2,150 net annua! income and the major- 
ity require modern low rental housing at rentals from $18 
per month to not more than $25 per month. Only one fam- 
ily in five in all Canada can qualify for loans under the 
National Housing Act. 


| The much-advertised plan of Mr. Ilsley’s to guarantee 


| 


the life insurance companies in taking on low rental hous- 
ing is doomed to failure before it starts because monthly 
rentals under this plan range from $28 per unit and up. 


Only a huge subsidized modern low rental (and pur- 
chase) plan can solve the acute housing shortage for eighty 
| per cent of Canadians, 


Without this and without adequate taxation relief, we 
| can expect labor to continue to be restless.

Not only the people of this immediate 
area, but the people of all Canada, owe a 
debt of gratitude to the Hon, James A. 
MacKinnon for the part he has played in 
formulating the policy which will make the 
Alaska Highway a permanent route for 
peacetime use. 

Both Mr. MacKinnon's announcement 
to this effect and the subsequent disclosure 
that the Canadian Army will take over the 
Highway next April 1 while the RCAF will 
take over the North West Staging Route 
on June 1 constitute the best kind of news 
for all Canada. 

Nevertheless, the new development has 
® peculiar and intimate interest for this 
particular community because the future 
of Edmonton is linked up so closely with 
the development of the North, And cer- 
tainly no factor is more important in the 
development of the North than the main- 
tenance of the Alaska Highway and its 
corollary transportation service. 

The $115,000,000 road which runs be- 
tween Dawson Creek and Fairbanks was 
built as a defence job by the United States 
Army in 1942. But it has become increas- 
ingly obvious as the amazing potential- 
ities of the North have unfolded that its 
function as a military mechanism is in- 
finitely less than its eventual function as a 
mechanism for progress and economic ex- 
pansion, 

Edmonton, then, has a peculiar and per- 
sonal interest in the new situation estab- 
lished by the welcome and timely announce- 
ment of Mr. MacKinnon. 

From the standpoint of this commun- 
ity there are certain complementary un- 
dertakings which must be pushed at full 
speed if this area is to derive greatest bene- 
fit from the new policy. 

For instance, a road from Edmonton to 
Grande Prairie by way of Whitecourt and 
Valleyview and thence west to Tupper must 
be soon built as the direct connection be- 
tween the Peace River country and the 
Peace River bloc of British Columbia and 
as the connecting link to the Highway. 

The survey which has been completed, 
under direction of the Alberta minister of 
public works, should be the basis of a work 
program to be commenced at‘an early date 
leading to the building of a standard high- 
way which should be paved as early as pos- 
sible. 

This road would serve both Peace River, 
Grande Prairie and all points in the Peace 
River area as well as connect up Edmon- 
ton and Dawson Creek at the beginning of 
the Highway. 

In short, the projected roadway would 
give meaning and substance to the value 
of the Alaska Highway so far as Alberta 
is concerned. 

It is an essential complement to Mr. 
MacKinnon’s announcement and would 
tend to translate a hopeful picture into 
an economic reality.

Back For a Fourth Term 


Nova Scotia voters seem to be well 
Satisfied with the record of their provincia! 
Liberal government during three con- 
secutive terms—though not continuously 
under the same premier—and with the 
twelve-point program on which it appealed 
for return to power. 

In the general elections on Tuesday 28 
Liberals were elected and 2 CCF members. 
For the first time since confederation 
there will be no Conservatives in the new 
legislature. At dissolution the party stand- 
ing was: Liberals 23, Conservatives 4, CCF 
3. One opposition group was wiped out 
at the polls and the other reduced by 33 per 
cent, 

Both Liberals and Conservatives put 
full contingents of 30 candidates in the 
field. The latter elected none The CCF 
ran 20 candidates and elected 2. In 
general elections in 1941 this party ran 6 
candidates and elected 3 

Coming at the end of three successive 
terms in office, this 93 per cent pluralit 
for the government is a remarkable dem 
onstration of sustained public confidence 
Only a good record and a good program can 
aceount for such an outcome.

A “fact sheet” issued by the U.S. war 
department a few months ago for the 
guidance of forces abroad defines Fascism 


in as clear and realistic a way as could be - 


done. The two first, and analytic, clauses 
are: . 

“1, Fascism is a set of ideas. 

“2. Fascism is an alliance of three 
groups of the population: (a) a power- 
hungry military clique, (b) certain power- 
ful business and financial interests, (c) a 
so-called political party, which is actually 
a group of political adventurers and rack- 
eteers’’. 

The following clauses explain what 
Fascism does or tries to do when its “set 
of ideas’ have been made the basis of 
such an alliance, It is not necessary to 
quote these. The facts stand out from the 
well-known records of what the Fascists 
in Germany, Italy and other European 
countries did. There is little danger that 
these things will be forgotten. 

But what civilians should particularly 
keep in mind—and are likely to overlook— 
is why these things were done, and how it 
was possible to do them. The two clauses 
reproduced go to the root of the matter 
and point to the source and substance of 
Fascism. 


The origin of the cult is a “set of 
ideas”. Where these sprout and spread, all 
the rest tends to follow. Obviously, the 
place to stop Fascism is where it starts, 
in the cultivation of these ideas. 


Boundary lines are no barriers to ideas, 
bad or good. Fascists are not always in 
uniform. Nor are they all somewhere on 
the other side of the world. We have some 
in Canada. By their ideas they can be 
identified. The public should learn to 
recognize these ideas, and combat them 


wherever they crop ea

Asia and Europe ... We must ap- 
propriate 1,000,000 yen from the 
secret funds of thé army so that 
400 retired officers disguised as

General George C. Marshall's message of encouragement 
to Corregidor came at a time when we all needed a lift, not 
only because of the shelling and the outlook but because of a 
grim bit of symbolism which thousands of us had witnessed 
shortly after 3 o'clock that afternoon of April 18, 1942, when 
our flag became a casualty for a few minutes. 

The flag flew from a 100-foot pole at the highest point 
of The Rock. During an intense bombardment from one of 
the enemy’s 240 mm. batteries on the tip of Bataan a shell 
fragment struck the pole and cut the halyard. 

Slowly, terribly, the flag began to descend down the pole 
as if drawn by some ghostly and prophetic hand, and most
